Our policy in ref- 
erence to trade notices or “‘plugs’’ 
as the Radio boys call them, has 
been to speak of any dealer with- 
out regard to whether he is an 
advertiser or not What we have 
looked for is NEWS. News is 
something that is out of the 
ordinary and which we think will 
be of general interest to all 
stamp collectors. This column is 
not run for the sole purpose of 
saying “Bid on Jake’s Auction” 
or “Buy your stamps from Bill 
*cause he has good ones.” Such 
junk we have no wish to print. 

The average dealer, and the 
average is quite large, fails to 
realize that there is not a day 
passes but that something comes 
to him either by contact or oth- 
erwise that would make a good 
bit of news worth printing. 
Therefore the dealer is to blame 
if he does not have his name 
mentioned other than in his paid 
advertising. If every dealer would 
make it a point to at least take 
a one cent postal card and send 
us some small bit of news or 
information legibly written so we 
can translate it into a short news 
note, we would get a fine lot of 
good material to print and the 
responsible dealer would get his 
name printed free in our columns 
quite often.

Irish Constitution Stamp 





To commemorate the coming into 
force on December 29th of the new 
constitution of Ireland, two postage 
stamps will be issued of the denom- 
inations of 2d and 3d, to remain on 
sale until May 21, 1938. The design, 
a horizontal oblong, will be a symbolic 
one, showing Eire represented as a 
young woman, her right hand resting 
on a harp which signifies Gaelic cul- 
ture, her other hand holding up a book 
on whose opened pages she has just 
written the opening words of the new 
constitution, “I naAinm na _ Trionoide 
Ro-Naomia” which invoke divine as- 
sistance and acknowledge the deity. The 
constitution is intended for all of Ire- 
land, and despite the refusal of Ulster 
to join the new republic, its arms are 
included in the design along with the 
three other provinces of Leinster, Muns- 
ter and Connaught. The design was 
drawn by a Dublin artist, Richard J. 
King. At the seven postoffices using 
machine cancellations (Dublin, Cork, 
Limerick, Waterford, Galway, Kilken- 
ny, and Monaghan) arrangements are 
being made to use a special die with 
Gaelic inscription “La an Bhunreachta” 
on the first day of issue, which sig- 
nifies the birth of the republic. These 
stamps will signal to Irishmen every- 
where the fulfilling of the dream of 
centuries—an independent Ireland. We 
are indebted to Chas. F. Bourke of Ire- 
land for news clippings of this. 





No 2/- Australian 
Coronation

How Perforating Was 
Invented 





A reader sends in a clipping of more 
than ordinary interest to stamp collect- 
ors and we reprint the item herewith. 
We do not vouch for the story of the in- 
vention of the postage stamp perfora- 
tion. 

“It is unlikely that in the Stamp Ex- 
hibition opened in London a few days 
ago there will be any mention of how 
stamps, instead of being sold in plain 
sheets to be cut off as required, came to 
be perforated. The originator was a 
journalist, Charles Fowler. Well known 
in London as a penny-a-liner, he spe- 
cialized in reporting fires and became fa- 
miliar as ‘Fire Fowler.’ 

In the course of his work Fowler sent 
away many communications by post, 
and he was constantly using stamps. One 
night in the autumn of 1847 he was in 
his usual “office”’—the Red Lion, Strand 
—and busy on his usual job. With all 
his matter written and placed in enve- 
lopes, his next task was to cut the neces- 
sary stamps from a sheet. To his an- 
noyance he found he had neither scis- 
sors nor knife. Something had to be 
done, so, taking a pin from his coat, he 
pricked along the edge of the stamps to 
the extent of as many as he wanted and 
tore them off, thinking no more about 
the process. From that moment Fowler 
fades from the story, and there enters 
one Henry Archer. 

Archer happened to see Fowler doing 
his little pin trick. He watched the pro- 
ceedings carefully, took the idea home 
with him and slept on it, and a few 
weeks later anproached the authorities 
at Somerset House with a proposal for 
a perforating machine to pierce the 
sheets of stamps so that each stamp 
might be drawn apart. A Select Com- 
mittee was appointed to inquire into the 
matter; it reported ‘that the perforating 
of postage stamps would be of great 
convenience and advantage to the pub- 
lic,’ and recommended the purchase by 
the Government of the machine con- 
structed by Mr. Henry Archer. 

Archer was paid £4,000 for his ma- 
chine, and—improved, of course—it has 
been making our stamps detachable from 
their sheets ever since. What became of 
Charles Fowler has never been consid- 
ered ‘news.’ Probably he continued to 
keep his little pot boiling by the fires of 
London town and, it may be hoped, 
lived happily ever after.” 


Showing that some common stamps 
are real rarities on covers, a cover with 
five copies of Nicaragua No. 5, cat. .at 
50c each and two English stamps in 
addition, brought $32 at a recent Lon- 
don auction.

“SPECIALIST” of that variety of 

stamp collector term-

The average collector, a person of aver- 
age financial resources and spare time 
would have a difficult time keeping up 
with the new issues, let alone try to get 
the older issues. There was a time when 
the year’s stamp production could be 
counted in the lower hundreds, a figure 
now tripled and quadrupled in number 
and most important, in cost. 

These figures make it necessary for 
the average collector to limit his phila- 
telic activities in some manner and has 
led in the last ten years at least, to the 
majority of us becoming what is called 
(and not very accurately) “specialists”. 

Specializing itself is not the dark cloud 
on the horizon, but the lack of balance 
so many collectors attain in their ex- 
tremes of specialization. The commonest 
is the attempted duplication of each 
other’s U. S. collections, showing little 
originality of lay-out, material, etc. 
Many have carried their specia’ization 
to such extremes that they rate the des- 
ignation of being a stamp collector only 
by a technicality. The collector who 
limits his collecting activities to special- 
izing in one stamp of which there is so 
little in new material appearing or where 
the few new additions are expensive ones, 
is unintentionally killing his own interest 
in stamp collecting. There are many 
of this type of collector, whose “crawling 
into the shell” is a real loss to philately. 
Their club loses what was a desirable 
member, the dealer loses a_ potential 
steady customer, the publisher loses a 
reader because nothing in present day 
news is of interest to such a collector, | ° 
and, most important of all, the collector 
himself is losing the best pleasures of the 
hobby. 

If you collect only one stamp or ob- 
scure specialty, if your only interest is in 
the occasional plate crack turning up of 
the 32c 1877, then before it’s too late, 
why not acquire another specialty—one 
that is a little more up-to-date, with 
new material coming in fairly frequently? 
Every collector who specializes, and it 
appears 90% of us must be specialists 
should have at least two different spec- 
ialties—one of them of some group or 
country that’s alive and keeps growing. 
The 32c 1877 will be a good companion 
then and will prove even more interest- 
ing than formerly by contrast. In short, 
variety is the spice of philately, to twist 
an old saw to fit the occasion.

Light Machine Cancels 


The International Philatelic Society 
of San Francisco has approached the 
problem of securing stamps on phila- 
telic mail lightly cancelled by a suffi- 
ciently novel manner of placing the 
stamps to warrant others trying it. The 
resolution, unanimously adopted at the 
Nov. 26th meeting, reads: “Resolved 
that we, the undersigned members of 
the International Philatelic Society of 
San Francisco, hereby pledge ourselves 
to use stamps of philatelic interest in 
correspondence with philatelists, and 
that we will place the stamps on the 
envelope so that they will be lightly 
cancelled by placing them at least one 
inch from the corner of the envelope, 
at an angle, so that the regulation ma- 
chine will only cancel the corner of the 
stamp.” It should be pointed out to 
collectors that the stamps if placed too 
low on the cover are liable to be hand- 
cancelled, so a little practice will be 
necessary. 





The Alaska “Picture” 


A reader who had travelled extensively 
in Alaska writes in and inquires just 
where in the Territory the scene on the 
new Territorial stamp is located, as he 
was unable to recall any like that on 
the stamp. He has suggested that it 
looks more like scenes near Lake Louise 
in the Canadian Rockies. For the bene- 
fit of this interested collector and oth- 
ers who may be interested we quote 
from the official Post Office Dept. an- 
nouncement of the Alaska stamp as of 
Sept. 30th: “The central subject of 
the stamp is a reproduction of Mount 
McKinley in the distance, while in the 
foreground are depicted views symbo- 
lizing present-day developments in this 
Territory.” Apparently, then, no such 
scene as shown on the stamp may be 
found in Alaska. 








What is neeeded on the Non-Interven- 
tion Committee to settle the Spanish 
civil war is a larger representation of 
stamp collectors. With the flood of high 
priced surcharged varieties from Spain 
reaching an all time high, there would 
be plenty of incentive for some stamp 
collectors to settle the fracas in a hurry. 





One new issue scribe translated the 
inscription on the new Latvian set as 
being the name of the person por- 
trayed. Actually it was the President 
who was shown, the stamps being issued 
for his birthday and the inscription 


meant “Happy Birthday to You.”

Stamped Envelopes 


A proper heading for this article 
might well be “Going from Sublime to 
Ridiculous,” or turning from speculation 
to specialization in envelopes. 

Frankly, a rather screwy idea, if you 
ask us, and, to save face we hasten to 
state we do not have a general collec- 
tion of envelopes, specialized. 

But we do have one sweet page, 9x12, 
of the U. S. 3-center, and it offers a 
thought for all collectors, especially the 
shut-ins. 

That 3-cent envelope covers all the 
shades of its spectrum from a washed- 
out high-fog shade to a tone which may 
have been the inspiration for the Con- 
stitution commemorative. 

Plates almost without number, and 
they vary from delicately engraved let- 
ters almost color-filled, to heavy, block- 
like lettering. Some etched through eyes 
of a master craftsman; others wavering- 
ly and shakily inscribed and leaving an 
impression that engravers, too, occa- 
sionally join Armistice Day celebrations. 

You may ruin your eyes trying to find 
a Susan B. with the broken-down punc- 
tuation point, or a Charter Oak with de- 
fective cent stroke. Not so with the 3- 
cent envelope. You'll find cracked plates, 
worn plates, re-engraved plates and 
plates for which you'll probably have to 
coin a new name. 

Cut a piece of durable cardboard one 
and a half inches square; in dead center 
inscribe and cut out a circle just the 
size of the envelope design. Lay the 
cover on a small board, place the frame 
around the design, being sure it is 
square, and trim out with a sharp blade. 

Your collection will be uniform in de- 
sign and, carefully mounted, will make a 
splendid showing. Further, it will classi- 
fy you as a true specialist just as defi- 
nitely as the one who collects the U. S. 
one-center of 1851-57, it will be far more 
fun and decidedly less expensive. 

Some day we are going to get a small 
ring binder at the dime store and fill it 
with 3-cent envelopes, cut square. Why? 
Probably because we just love screwy 
ideas like this.

Advance orders are being taken, but all 
such will have to be received by Dec. 
31st, which certainly is a record of some 
kind since this will be some six months 
before the sheets are to be issued. De- 
spite the unusually long advance sale, 
no guarantee is made that the number 
sheets ordered will be supplied to pro- 
spective purchasers. Certainly there 
should be plenty of time to prepare suf- 
ficient sheets for this event. Advance 
orders accompanied with remittance in 
full can be sent to the committee at the 
Postoffice Savings Bank, Prague, No. 
23540, with return postage of 3.60K for 
each 20 grammes. The stamp or stamps 
in the sheet are not described, which 
makes it appear that the design is not 
important, just the amount of cash it 
will bring into the Czech tills.

What is supposed to be the finest col- 
lection of the 5c and 10c 1847 in exist- 
ence, formed by the late Frank R. 
Sweet of Attleboro, Mass., is now the 
center of a court fight for its owner- 
ship. The collection includes some 18 
volumes, a complete replated sheet of 
the 10c, proof sheets of the reprints of 
1875 and all manner of covers, blocks, 
strips, etc. The value of the collection 
was estimated at about $100,000 and it 
was known that Mr. Sweet had spent 
at least $80,000 in building the collec- 
tion. If the collection is awarded the 
estate it is expected to come on the mar- 
ket, but if it goes to the younger son, 
he is expected to retain it. 





Texas “‘Air Mail Feeder 
Week”’ 


George L. Ross of Houston sends us 
a clipping from the Houston Chronicle 
which tells of plans for an “Air Mail 
Feeder Week” in Texas, for which Gov. 
Allred has issued a proclamation. Dur- 
ing the week of Dec. 6th, airplanes were 
to pick up and deliver mail at numer- 
ous small towns and cities not on air- 
mail routes. The mail picked up was 
to be transported to regular stops on 
transcontinental airmail routes, such as 
Houston, Dallas and Fort Worth. It 
was intended to place a special cachet 
on the mail received at these central 
points, but whether the cachet was of 
official Post Office Dept. origin or not 
was not stated. The intention of all 
this special mail carrying was to gather 
data on needs of air mail service in the 
smaller communities. The week will 
end with an air circus at Houston’s 
Municipal Airport. 








The Nicaragua commemorative set for 
the U. S. Constitution Sesquicentennial 
was issued in the smallest quantities of 
any of the Constitution stamps from the 
various countries, already issued or on 
order. The Nicaragua set, according to 
Scott’s Monthly comprised 12,000 com- 
plete sets plus an extra 3,000 of all ex- 
cept the two highest values. 





Benjamin C. Howland of Olean, N. Y., 
who recently retired after working in the 
postoffice for 30 years, 15 of them at the 
stamp window, claims the distinction of 
having been the first to say “Thank 
you” when selling stamps at the window 
of a postoffice.

ANOTHER SURVEY 

In the Nov. issue of the BEE notice 
js given to all Bureau Print collectors, 
especially those collecting old type blocks 
including the experimentals, that a sur- 
vey of the existing items in collections 
and stocks will be attempted by the 
North Jersey Precancel Club. All col- 
lectors and dealers are invited to give 
their assistance to this worthy endeavor. 
The survey taken by the Chicago club 
on coils no doubt fathered the idea of 
taking this census. What puzzles me is 
that something of this sort was not un- 
dertaken long ago. The results of the 
coil survey being enough to show up 
many glaring inequalities, and of course 
there is no reason to believe that such 
things are not to be found in the pricing 
of the old type blocks. We hope that 
the North Jersey Club will have as much 
success as did the Chicago club and that 
as much real information will be ob- 
tained for their endeavors. 


My SURVEY 


While we still have the subject of 
surveying on the brain we might as well 
disclose the sum and substance of our 
survey of the 8c B-11 Memphis No. B79. 
A total of around twenty letters and 
cards and perhaps the total of forty 
collections were involved. We found 
that about half had the stamp, the other 
half of course did not and few of them 
had ever seen a copy. Only two had 
any duplicates. One collector bought an 
offcenter copy for 22c in an auction, an- 
other sold in Chicago at auction for $2.00 
and I had a copy offered me for $1 
which seemed fair enough. The whole 
thing sums up to this, that it is very 
evident that there should be a _ higher 
price on the stamp, but what price? 
What would be fair to place this stamp 
at with the possibility that at any time

TERMINAL ISLAND, CALIF. 


Reading our little article about Del 
Paso Heights, Calif., Mr. K. H. Sakaue 
of the above mentioned place thought 
perhaps a few lines about Terminal 
Island would be interesting to collectors. 
Mr. Sakaue publishes the Western Echo, 
oft mentioned in this column and is 
active in precancel circles in that neck 
of the forest. Here is his story about 
Terminal Island. 

“No, it’s not isolated as Alcatraz or 
full of pleasure seekers as Catalina but 
this is a partly man-made island just 
across the bay from San Pedro. In fact, 
it is sometimes called East San Pedro. 

The population is over 2000 and its 
main and only industry is fishing. This 
is where the famous “Chicken of the 
Sea” Tuna fish is packed and shipped 
to all parts of the world. You’ve seen 
their ads in newspapers, billboards and 
heard our tuna fish advertised thru the 
length and breadth of this country. There 
are over a half-dozen fish packing and 
canning companies here, among them the 
“Del Monte” Brands beside “Chicken 
of the Sea”. Due to fish canneries and 
shipping companies beside the oil con- 
cerns being here, our Post Office is a 
second class office. 

The hand electro U-126 is the only 
type ever used by this office and it ar- 
rived early in October, 1936. One of 
our largest canneries are using meters 
on their mail.” 


Among specimen “stamps” sent in to 
the Post Office Department for their 
exhibit at the Philatelic Agency, was a 
Lithuanian meter.
